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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a 
correlation method and apparatus are disclosed. The closest prior art, Haartsen 
US patent No. 5,960,048 and Chen US Patent No. 6,424,673, disclose similar 
method and apparatus. However, Haartsen and Chen fail to teach or fairly 
suggest the limitations recited in claim 1, lines 6-16; as per claim 9, the 
limitations recited in lines 4-8; as per claim 12, the limitations recited in lines 4- 
1 5; as per claim 1 5, the limitations recited in lines 7-1 8; as per claim 21 , the 
limitations recited in lines 4-25; as per claim 25, the limitations recited in lines 5- 
28; as per claim 30, the limitations recited in lines 14-31 ; such limitations, as 
recited in the claims, are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by Haartsen 
and Chen.
